Architects and interior decorators are really de- 
signing interesting BEDROOMS these days. 

The walls and ceiling of this one are a pleas- 
ant Rose Tan (from the Blair House in colonial 
Williamsburg). The draperies are White and steely 
Blue ... the bedspreads repeat this Blue . . . and the 
chaise longue is upholstered in Dawn Gray . . . 
while the floor covering is a rich Burnt Umber. 

The KITCHEN is the place to which parties 
often gravitate these days . . . and people are using 
more imagination in Styling these rooms with Paint. 

This kitchen is styled in a close harmony of 
Gray . . . Colonial Yellow . . . and White . . . with 
accents of Black and gleaming metal. 

Across the page is a fine, robust example of a 
New England Colonial HOUSE . . . with its clap- 
board and stonework painted White . . . and the 
shutters on the upper floor in a deep Green, to 
lower the roof visually. 

If you like Red, here is a HALLWAY for you! 

Walls in Raleigh Tavern Chinese Red ... the 
Color we found in the interiors of certain cabi- 
nets in the famous Raleigh Tavern at colonial 
Williamsburg. Trim in White . . . floor Black and 
White . . . and the seats of the side chairs uphol- 
stered in Leopard Skin.

live in a little "salt box" cottage behind a picket 
fence. 

Tomorrow . . . when you paint it again ... try 
making it into a CANARY COTTAGE . . . with 
walls of Yellow and trim of contrasting Black. 

Many of us like to collect small objets d'art . . . 
or silhouette delicate flowers and leaves against a 
lovely plate glass window. 

Here is a room that illustrates both of these 
hobbies . . . done mostly in crisp tones of Blue and 
White. 

On the opposite page there are four interiors 
which illustrate very aptly what can be done by 
the Painting Contractor who is a student of Styling 
with Paint. 

The DINING ROOM is an unusual combina- 
tion of Chartreuse and Brown, enriched by White 
trim. 

The HALL is done in warm, flattering tones of 
Peach and Tan. 

The BEDROOM in the Blue of the sky from 
the land o' dreams . . . and the KITCHEN all in 
Nature's Colors... Greens, Yellows, Reds, and Blues.

. . . and another to furnish and equip it in an in- 
teresting manner. 

The BEDROOM at the top of this page is suc- 
cessful because of the way its Color tones play 
back and forth . . . each helping the other. 

The walls and ceiling are a cool Blue . . . the 
trim is a warm Ivory. The Venetian blinds carry 
the Color of the trim, but are tied to the wall Color 
by their Blue tapes. 

The draperies and bedspreads are in closely 
woven shades of Pink, swinging the Color har- 
mony to the warm side of the spectrum. 

The floor is dark Blue, cooling it off again . . . 
and the Yellow and White striped chair in the cor- 
ner brings everything back in balance once more. 

This is a fascinating game to play in your own 
rooms. Try it and discover new beauty in the Color 
of everything which surrounds you. 

Here is a BATHROOM in Cameo Blue, Black, 
White, and Silver ... a KITCHEN in Chinese 
Red and the Black of old Teak Wood . . . and 
a lovely, restful room . . . seen through an arch- 
way . . . done entirely in Colors from colonial 
Williamsburg. 

On the opposite page . . . the familiar White of 
a pleasant home is relieved by a Wine-Colored roof 
and deep, rich, Brown shutters. 

We like the HALL and STAIRCASE . . . and 
the racing sloops bunched close, with the wind 
coming over the starboard quarter. 

The DINING ROOM shows what can be ac- 
complished by using closely related, warm and 
sophisticated Violet tonalities . . . perked up by a 
touch of Jonquil Yellow in the chairs and Coral in 
the floor coverings.

Nature has 
a chance to come in and say "Hello" in this cozy 
room. And because nature may be Green and 
Blue in Summer . . . and Russet and Wine in the 
fall . . . and Purple and White in the winter . . . 
this room is styled with Tans . . .Grays . . .Whites 
. . . and Gray-Greens ... so that whatever Colors 
peek in at the picture windows will be found to 
blend and harmonize with the interior. 

You should remember this ... if your room is 
more outdoors than in . . . because of many win- 
dows . . . make its Colors neutral. 

Below this column you will see a simple, straight- 
forward HOUSE . . . with walls of Ivory and roof 
and trim of deep Green. Always a good Color 
scheme. 

On the opposite page are a number of interest- 
ing uses of Color. The room at the upper left . . . 
a modern combination LIVING and DINING 
ROOM . . . has a wall in Raleigh Tavern Chinese 
Red . . , with Gray-Green and brilliant Orange . . . 
and a touch of Rose and Wine to make an excit- 
ing harmony.

Colonial in feeling ... all on 
one floor except for several rooms over the central 
portion. What shall we do with it? 

How shall we style it with Paint ... so that it 
is . . . dignified . . . and right . . . but shows a 
wee bit of our gay personality? 

First, a rich roof of warm Maroon . . . then a 
warm, Yellow-tinted off-White for the side walls 
and dormers. 

Shutters of Brown at the ends of the house . . . 
but . . . flanking the front door . . . shutters of 
orange! . . . gay . . . debonair . . . just a few 
points around the spectrum from Brown . . . but 
helping to lead us visually to our front door and 
into our pleasant center hallway. 

You will like this KITCHEN . . . whose "per- 
sonality note" is its ceiling in Apricot. A fine Color 
to enhance the old MORALE when you burn the 
chops and . . . raising your eyes to Heaven . . . find 
it colored . . . warm and glowing ... so you begin 
again with renewed vigor and, throwing out the 
chops, scramble some eggs.

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How to Use the Color Wheel — Make a rough pencil sketch of your house and 
lay it within the circle showing the colors of the spectrum. North end of house facing 
"N" on color wheel. This will serve as an unfailing guide as to the type of color to he 
used. Any colors adjacent to the room or variations thereof may be used with safety.

Since the beginning of man's life upon this planet . . . the sun . . . with its light and 
heat . . . has been a source of happiness . . . and comfort ... to the human race. 
Being one of the few tangible things in nature upon which man could depend . . . 
the sun has been worshipped by many races of peoples for thousands of years. 

Today ... in our own country . . . millions of us are sun-worshippers ... in 
another way. We follow the sun through the seasons . . . we throng the beaches 
... we lie on reclining chairs in our own back yards ... or on our roofs or terraces. 
We sail . . . and play golf . . . hatless and with as little clothing upon us as pos- 
sible ... so that the beneficent rays may seek us out and purify and strengthen us. 
We design our newer homes with larger and larger areas of window space ... so 
that the sun may be an ever welcome guest within our houses . . . and will remain 
as many hours as possible. 

We should like to have ALL of our rooms face the sun . . . but this cannot be . . . 
nor can we place our house upon a turntable and move it daily from east to west. 

Therefore ... in certain of our rooms where the sun comes but a few moments 
a day ... or not at all . . . we should use COLOR. 

Golden Yellows . . . sunny Greens . . . heart-warming Wines . . . splashes of 
Orange . . . Creams . . . and warm Grays. Use these in the rooms on the shady side 
of the house ... so that the Sun's colors are always with you. 

In your brightest rooms ... let the sun itself do the work of making things 
appear warm and colorful . . . and paint these rooms in cool and restful tonalities. 

Rooms facing north receive little or no sunlight; therefore, paint them yellow, 
orange, cherry. Thus you compensate for the lack of the bright sun rays. 

The rooms with an eastern exposure get the early morning sun, but this does not 
last; therefore, a neutral color, not too warm and not too cold will serve best. 

When your rooms face south the sun really becomes a problem as you literally 
have too much sun. Again color comes to our rescue and light blues, blue greens, 
orchids, grays and olive grays solve our decoration dilemma by subduing the sun's 
harsh rays. 

Direct sun rays pervade the western room . . . more mellowed than from the 
south . . . but still requiring cool, restful wall backgrounds. 

Then of course there are rooms which cannot be classified by compass readings 
and here neutral colors, blends of cool and warm colors may be safely used.

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WHAT TO 
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HOW TO USE 
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Baby Walkers, Pens, Cribs, Etc. — Baby walk- 
ers, pens, cribs, etc. may be refinished easily 
and quickly by using Waterspar Quick-Drying 
Enamel, Waterspar Varnish, or Utility Enamel. 
On work where the finish is still in good con- 
dition, but lacks gloss, apply one coat of 83-200 
Waterspar Transparent Varnish. 

Barns — Barnhide, Pittsburgh Barn and Roof 
Paint, Sun-Proof House Paint, Utility House 
Paint, Tuscar Red Barn Paint, Pittsburgh 
Shingle Stain — all assure excellent service de- 
pending upon the type of barn to be painted. 
If colors other than those in the Barn Paint 
lines are desired, use Sun-Proof or Utility 
House Paints. 

Bicycles — For best results refinish with 
Waterspar Auto Enamel, 83-200 Waterspar 
Varnish, depending upon the type finish 
desired. 

Breakfast Sets — Breakfast sets may be enam- 
eled or stained as desired. If a stained effect is 
wanted, use a coat of shellac over the stain to 
guard against bleeding. For best results use 
Waterspar Quick-Drying Enamel or Waterspar 
Colored Varnish — depending upon the type 
of work to be done. 

Brick — Cementhide Brick and Stucco Paint is 
particularly recommended for painting brick 
and stucco surfaces. Use Cementhide Reducer 
as directed on the label. Other paints also used 
for brick surfaces: Sun-Proof House Paint, 
Utility House Paint, Pittsburgh Barn and Roof 
Paint, Barnhide. 

Canvas — Canvas being very coarse and more 
or less porous, needs first a coat of Tector, the 
elastic primer, which renders canvas water- 
proof and provides a foundation for the appli- 
cation of color coats. Then, for either interior 
or exterior exposure, use Sun-Proof House 
Paint, Waterspar Enamel, Florhide Enamel, 
Utility Enamel or Porchide. 

Chairs — A coat of enamel or. varnish will 



make practically any chair look as good as 
new. Waterspar Quick- Drying Enamels are 
highly recommended for the protection and 
beautification of kitchen chairs, breakfast room, 
sun-parlor and nursery furniture. 

Waterspar Quick Drying Colored Varnish is 
exceptionally satisfactory for refinishing var- 
nished pieces because it stains and varnishes 
in one coat. Always be careful to remove all 
grease and dirt before painting or varnishing. 

Concrete Floors — Before concrete floors can 
be properly painted, they must be clean and 
dry and acid etched. Damp floors will not per- 
mit the finish to adhere properly. Use Florhide 
Enamel orPorchide. Follow directions carefully. 

Concrete Surfaces — Exterior — Upright. Use 
Cementhide Brick and Stucco Paint, Sun-Proof 
House Paint, Pittsburgh Barn and Roof Paint 
— depending upon the type finish desired. 

Cracks in Floors — should be cleaned out and 
filled with Pittsburgh Wood Filler or Crack 
Filler. 

Floors— Wood — To Paint. Old paint scale and 
dirt must be removed. Then be sure to dust 
floors before painting. Use Florhide Enamel 
for interior, Porchide for exterior floor surfaces 
subjected to great climatic variations. 

Floors — Wood — To Varnish. Carefully re- 
move all oil left by mops, waxes, or soap by 
washing off with naphtha or benzine. Varnish 
will not dry properly when applied over 
waxed or oiled floors. Use Paste Wood Filler 
to fill all cracks and crevices. Then finish with 
83-100 Waterspar Clear Interior Varnish, or 
83-400 Waterspar Floor Varnish. 

Furniture — If the finish on the furniture is 
still in good condition but dulled through age, 
it can be restored easily to attractiveness sim- 
ply by coating with Waterspar 83-100 Clear 
(Interior) or Waterspar Quick-Drying Color 
Varnishes. For nursery, sun room or bedroom, 



where color is desired, use the Waterspar or 
Utility Enamel. 

For complete job of refinishing furniture use 
the following, depending on the type of job 
which you desire to produce: Pittsburgh Wood 
Stains, Waterspar Quick-Drying Enamel,Utility 
Enamel, Waterspar 83-400 Varnish, Paint and 
Varnish Remover to remove old surface. 

Furniture — Metal — Use Waterspar Quick-

Houses — Wood — Exterior. For general ex- 
terior painting, Sun-Proof Primer and Sun- 
Proof House Paint or Utility House Paint. Use 
Florhide Enamel or Porchide for porch floors. 

Houses — Concrete — Stucco — See Concrete 
Surfaces. 

Implements — All grease and dirt should be 
carefully removed, washing entire surface with 
gasoline or benzine. Utility Enamel is best 
suited for painting implements. 

Kitchen Walls — Kitchen Walls may be 
primed with Wallhide First Coater, and fin- 
ished with.Wallhide Semi-Gloss Wall Paint, 
or Wallhide Gloss Wall Paint. Next in favor 
is Pittsburgh Architectural Enamel White or 
Tinted. For Wainscot or hard, smooth plaster, 
Waterspar Quick- Drying Enamels can be 
used. Be sure that walls are free from greasy 
substances usually deposited throughout the 
kitchen by the steam and fumes from cooking. 

Lawn Furniture — As lawn furniture is usu- 
ally subjected to rather severe exposure, we 
recommend Waterspar Enamel. This will give 
utmost protection and durability. 

These enamels offer a wide range of color 
which is a factor not to be overlooked. 83-200 
Waterspar Transparent Varnish for pieces 
that have not lost their original finish but have 
dulled somewhat with age. Porchide, Sun- 
Proof or Utility House Paint may also be used. 
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Linoleum — First wash the linoleum carefully 
with soap and water. Then remove all traces 
of soap by rinsing with clear water. Allow 
sufficient time to dry before attempting to var- 
nish. One coat of 83-300 Waterspar Linoleum 
Varnish is sufficient. 

Metal Pipes — On all exterior metal piping 
use Ironhide, the product designed especially 
for metal protection. Waterspar Enamel, or 
Utility Enamel are suitable for interior use on 
metal piping. Be sure to remove all scale, old 
paint and dirt before painting. 

Metal Roofs — Metal roofs may be painted 
with Ironhide, Pittsburgh Barn and Roof 
Paint, Tuscar Barn Paint, 29-55 Lavax (Gal- 
vanized Iron) Metal Primer, Barnhide. 

Porch Ceilings — May be painted with Sun- 
Proof Primer, Sun-Proof House Paint, Utility 
House Paint, 83-200 Transparent Waterspar 
Varnish, Marine Spar, Florhide Enamel, 
Porchide. 

Porch Floors — Whether floors are of wood or 
concrete, Florhide Enamel or Porchide will 
give satisfaction and service. Be sure surface 
to be painted is clean and dry. 

Radiators — Radiators should be painted the 
same color as the walls, using Wallhide Interior 
Flat Wall Paint. 

Reed Furniture — Waterspar Quick-Drying 
Enamel, Waterspar Quick - Drying Colored 
Varnishes, 83-100 Waterspar Clear Interior 
Varnish, 83-200 Waterspar Transparent Var- 
nish (Exterior), Utility Enamel — all may be 
used to give excellent results on either new or 
repaint work. 

Surfaces to be painted must be clean and free 
from foreign matter. Delightful two-tone ef- 
fects may be secured by giving the job a wash 
coat of oil color reduced with turpentine and 
wiped. The color will remain only in the 
coarse or low spots of the weave. 
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Registers — Clean surface thoroughly and 
paint with Florhide Enamel, Waterspar 
Enamel, or Utility Enamel. Two coats of any 
of these will produce a lasting and attractive 
job. 

Roofs — Wood. Before doing any painting it is 
best to see that the roof is in good condition. 
Do the necessary repairing first. Pittsburgh 
Shingle Stain is the standard shingle preserva- 
tive. Sun-Proof Paint, Utility House Paint, 
Pittsburgh Barn and Roof Paint, and Barn- 
hide — all may be used when paint instead of 
stain is desired. 

Rough-Sawed Siding — Excellent results will 
be obtained by using Pittsburgh Shingle Stain 
on rough siding. Sun-Proof or Utility House 
Paints are also suitable when a gloss finish is 
desired. Both of these products available in a 
wide range of color. 

Screens — Screens and screen door frames may 
be coated with Sun-Proof House Paint, 83-100 
Transparent Waterspar Varnish, Utility Screen 
Enamel. Be careful to clean all surfaces before 
painting. On varnish-finished screen doors, it 
is best to sandpaper the surface before revar- 
nishing. 

Walls — -Interior — -Plaster and Wallboard. The 
Wallhide system is highly recommended by 
painters throughout the country for interior 
wall painting.
